PANSY PLANTS 


While we anticipate having a fairly normal supply of good Pansy plants this 
fall we are not quoting prices on them in this folder as we have in the past. As we 
go to press there are several variables which may be stabilized by the time the plant 
season is here and we will then issue a separate list covering these. For one thing 
we don’t know just what the new Parcel Post rates are going to be but there will 
have to be some adjustment of our prepaid prices this season to cover this change. 
Also we are not certain as to how much acreage we can devote to this department 
due to labor costs and supply. It will be August before planting starts and with 
early August there can be a considerable change in our agricultural labor supply 
here in the valley. 


It is our advice to our many friends and patrons that they plant at least a part 
of their Pansy requirements this year in their own establishment if at all possible. 
Not only will you save money by doing so but you will be more certain of a supply. 
There is a shift under way in the Pansy seed and plant trade. Some growers who 
have been wholesaling are dropping out because of price and labor conditions while 
some growers took a pretty bad beating from the weather this past season. You 
probably noticed that there was not nearly the pansy plants offered in the wholesale 
trade this past spring. We feel sure that the retailer wili find it profitabie to grow 
some of his Pansy requirements from seed this year even if he has never done so 
before. 


WHAT VARIETY SHOULD I PLANT 


Frequently asked, this question must be answered in a flexible manner. You will 
have to check the characteristics of the varieties available in the light of your own 
experience as to your market. One piece of advice - don’t select your seed on the 
basis of cheapness for it takes no more labor to grow the better varieties and they 
are both more profitable and more easily sold. Generally speaking the price of the 
seeds to an extent reflect the quality because they are direct reflections of the 
production costs except in the case of new introductions where you pay for the 
novelty and the experimental breeding. 

Plant 80 to 90% of your planting in good mixtures. The public likes Pansies 
best because of their color range and the mixtures will produce larger flowering 
plants than are to be found in the separate colors. Separate colors in a limited way 
are both useful and profitable. They may be used in many garden situations with 
most pleasing results such as borders and mass plantings to a color scheme. 


In the mixtures; other stock too for that matter, there are generally two distinct 
types of Pansies. The EXHIBITION type is the largest flowered and is distin- 
guished by the smaller center blotch surrounded by one and often two distinct 
color zones, This type also carries many self and poly-chrome combinations. It is 
from the blotch and two zone character that the name Viola, tricolor maxima is 
derived, This type is of robust plant growth and very hardy. Its color blend tends 
toward the lighter shades making it very showy for mass plantings. 


The other general type usually referred to as the FANCY type has a character- 
istic larger center blotch, often covering 3 or all 5 petals for about half to three- 
fourths of their area. Generally the surrounding color is in one band which may be 
a solid color or blended. A few poly-chrome colors also appear but not in the 
proportion found in the Exhibition stock. Penciled and ray centers appear in both 
types to an extent but less in the Fancy group. We recommend the planting of 
both types and a few separate colors for a complete assortment.

With good culture the flowers are extremely large (we have had them five 
inches across in the seed production field). They flower very early and the coloring 
is very brilliant. Normally there are over 500 color combinations and markings in 
this mixture with many pastels as well as pure deep colors. The markings, typically 
Exhibition, range from self colors through the dainty penciled to the tri-color 
blotches having a veritable rainbow of color in a single flower. The plant habit is 
equally robust and this variety is hardy under reasonable treatment anywhere in 
the United States and most of gardening Canada, For mass bedding these are not 
excelled in their display because of the brightness of the color scale while selections 
from this mixture will give outstanding specimens for individual setting.

Regarding color blends, a specialist uses a definite formula to which each 
mixture is built. These formulas may be developed during the growing or after 
harvest from several individual lots of seed. The number of plants it is anticipated 
that a formula will produce per ounce of seed must be taken into account and in 
the case of Harrold formulas this is based on a production norm of 10,000 plants 
per ounce. Production exceeding this figure will usually result in more fancy and 
novelty stock in the mixture and lower production will quickly detract from the 
quality of the color blend. Novelties and fancy types are those most quickly lost 
as germination drops. 


Regarding flower size and general results the seedsman can of course control 
only the factors involved in the production of the seed. The culture that you supply 
is just as important to satisfactory and outstanding results as that required on the 
part of the seedsman. Usually, however, the seedsman is more experienced and takes 
advantage of more elaborate safeguards than the average grower so for that reason 
it is never surprising that many growers report excellent results from the same seed 
that causes other growers trouble. Our policy of growing plants in large quantities, 
constant germination tests and a half century of experience enables us to give you 
everything that can be put into the seeds by the seedsman.

THE MOST VALUABLE AND OUTSTANDING VARIETIES 


Have you considered Violas recently? They are a useful addition to your Pansy 
line and in many places where they have been offered they have developed a 
profitable demand. Normally this demand will usually not exceed 10% to 25% of 
your Pansy demand but in many instances that is definitely worthwhile. 


The culture is so identical with that of Pansies that they may be planted and 
handled in the same way with very satisfactory results. They may be set in fall 
or spring into the flowering beds in the same manner and if any difference is noted 
it is that they are a bit hardier and more easily wintered than Pansies. We suggest 
that if you haven’t tried them yet in your market you make a rflanting of three 
or four packets in the most popular colors and see how easily they are grown 
and how the customers go for them once they see some of these modern varieties 
in bloom.
